burned by th** flames, which drove 
scores of families into the street. 
Th** fire occurred two blocks from 
Mf. Sinai Hospital and the noise and 
confusion awakened the patients. Doc­ 
tors and nurse* patrolled the w ards, 
pulling down the blinds, to shul out 
the I ('(I glare of the flames. 
Five of tho dead are believed ti* 
be women who were trapped on tho 
upper floors of the house. 
Although 
linemen made heroic efforts to rescue 
them the flames swept through the 
building with such speed that the vic­ 
tim 
wert scarcely able to leap from 
their bldr. 
The bravery of a 19 year old youth, 
Fred Nugent, saved an entire family. 
Awakened by the smoke, he ran to 
the room of his m other and curried 
her to tilt' street. 
E ntering tho build­ 
ing again he dragged two sisters to 
safety and then for th*1 second tim e 
plunged into the flaming house. 
This 
time he was driven hack by the flames 
as he attem pted to enter the room 
of his uncle, who had been weakened 
by a long illness. 
Meanwhile, firemen, who also sought 
to rescue the invalid, had dropped a 
rope to him a t the window of his room 
from a higher floor in an adjoining 
building. 
The aged man clutched the 
rope, but his grip gave way and hi 
fell fill* stories to bis death.

Baltimore, where he took post g radu ­ 
ate work. 
\\ hilt* at the Baltimore in­ 
stitution he studied under Professor 
Roland, known as the greatest physi­ 
cist of his time, and Professor Ames, 
now dean of Johns Hopkins. 
Doctor Parsons became instructor in 
physics at Johns Hopkins, w hen he re­ 
mained one year, before going to the 
U niversity of Utah, w here he a >o 
remained one year as instructor in

ver .ity of California. 
George IL Miller is the assistant 
professor in physics at college. In ad­ 
dition there is one full-time instructor 
and two student assistants.
